One of Didsbury’s own 
has been shortlisted 
amongst 27 others for Team 
Alberta in preparation for 
the 2011 National Women's 
Under-18 Hockey 

Championships. 

Grade 11 student Caitlyn 
Fyten, 16, said it feels like a 
reward to have made it this 
far after all the preparation. 

“This is what we play all 
year for. We practise and 
train hard all year round to 
be scouted so we can go to 
these tryouts, so it just feels 
awesome.” 

So far, Fyten has survived 
two stages of cuts, from the 
initial spring selection 
camp of 80 down to 
provincial camp of 47, from 
which the top 27 were 
selected. 

“Provincial camp gave us 
the chance to really see 
what these girls can do,” 
said Team Alberta 
Female Coordinator, 
Mike Kraichy. 

“Making these types of 
decisions Ls never easy, but 
we’re confident we’ve 
selected a solid mix of play¬ 
ers - who have the best 
chance of representing 
Team Alberta." 

Fyten said much game 
play occurred at the selec¬ 
tion camp. 

“I didn't find it too hard," 
she said. 

After receiving an e-mail 
of acceptance for the 
provincial camp, things got

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a little more challenging. 

“That camp was a week 
long. We had fitness testing, 
training every day, and we 
were on the ice at least 
twice a day.” 

“It was a really, really 
long week, and it was prob¬ 
ably the hardest thing I’ve 
ever had to do." 

“It showed people how 
much they could push 
themselves,” she said. 


Discovering that she 
could push herself “as well 
as being able to find a way 
to battle through that 
adversity and keep my 
edge,” was worth any chal¬ 
lenge thrown at her during 
the week of tryouts that 
produced the top 27, she 
said. 

Mental forte was Fyten's 
key to surviving. 

Hut really, no one should 


be surprised. Fyten has 
been partaking in Canada’s 
national pastime since a 
mere five years old, and her 
skills helped earn her team 
a gold medal when she 
played on the female U-14 
at the Alberta Winter 
Games in 2010. 

“After you win one of 
those, you can't stop play¬ 
ing. There’s no feeling 
like it.” 


She is currently training 
four to six times a week on 
her own in hour-and-a-half 
sessions, and began 
playing with her regular 
winter team. The Edge (a 
Calgary team of 15 to 17- 
year-old girls) on the 22 of 
August. 

“I have to work on my 
foot speed, because that’s 
something I’ve been told I 
need to get stronger as a 
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defenceman,” said Fyten. 
She’s also sharpening her 
stickhandling skills ;uid lift¬ 
ing weights. 

Fyten will continue to 
train until September 25, 
when she will venture to 
Regina to play in an elite 
tournament that will deter¬ 
mine the final 20 members 
that will make up Team 
Alberta's 2011 female 
U-18s.

Boody's high points wins the hort show

Tin* area’s top green thumbs and craft - 
makers took their creations to an annual 
Carstairs fair last weekend with a 
Didsbury area woman taking top honours. 

With 59 adult exhibitors and .'12 junior 
exhibitors, the Carstairs Horticultural and 
Craft Show continued its more than 60 
years of tradition at the Carstairs Curling 
Rink Aug. 19. The show invited entries in 
categories including flowers and vegeta¬ 
bles, in addition to baking, preserves, knit¬ 
ting, crocheting, quilting, stitchery, hobby 
craft, photography and artwork. 

Walking away with top honours was 
Didsbury area’s Christina Boody, who won 


high points in show. 

“I was very surprised,” said Boody, 
whose only previous experience in such a 
competition has been the Lone Pine Bench 
Fair. 

“I’ve never been to that show before so 1 
wasn’t sure what to expect.” 

After hearing about the competition only 
a few days ahead of time, Boody said she 
pulled together a few choice submissions 
that she thought would do well. 

“It’s nice to go out there and show your 
work," she said, adding that she will be 
hack next year. 

For Mai Braun and Eleanor Braun, the 
Carstairs couple walked away with two 
major honours. Mai won best in show in 
the woodworking category and Eleanor 


won high points in handicrafts. 

“It certainly look me by surprise," Mai 
said of his own win, a carving that displays 
a loon with spruce trees and a moon in its 
backdrop. Mai said his woodworking is 
often given to his children, grandchildren 
and friends as gifts — with the award-win¬ 
ning piece being one of few he kept at 
home. 

“It was all in good fun," he added. 

Carol Pate, of Carstairs, was a multiple 
award-winner at (he show. In addition to 
capturing numerous category ribbons, she 
also won runner-up in high points for flow¬ 
ers and best in show in the rose category. 

“I’m a gardener at heart so I enjoy gar¬ 
dening all year," Pate said. “It's fun to go in 
the competition whether you win or not." 


A longtime participant in the youth sec¬ 
tion of the show is Hannah Vandekuilen. 
This year, Vandekuilen won high points in 
the junior category. 

“It feel great," said Vandekuilen, who is 
presently in Grade 8 but has been partici¬ 
pating in the show since Grade 3. 
Vandekuilen won the same award last 
year. 

“It feels good to kind of encourage 
everyone else to keep it going," she said, 
on the importance of youth participation 
in the event. 

Marina Mat (lies, a longtime volunteer 
and participant in the event agrees. 

“It’s really nice to see the kids and we get 
a lot of kids,” she said. 

“The stuff they have is wonderful.”

“It would be nice if there 
was a league now that they 
could play for another 
month,” said Krebs.

It would seem even 
Krebs is disappointed the 
season is over, as he said 
this year’s peewees were 
“by far the best boys team

“These boys were a lot 
of fun to coach.

Danny Richards awoke last Tuesday morning expecting 
to enjoy his holiday from his Calgary job, when he discov¬ 
ered smoke pouring from his vents. 

“It wasn’t long after 1 woke up, I started smelling some¬ 
thing, and it started to get smoky," said Richards. 

Cool morning temperatures hail caused him to turn on 
his furnace, when smoke from a bumt-out furnace motor 
filled his home, forcing him to evacuate the premises with 
his pets, a budgie and rabbit. 

Didsbury Fire Department quickly responded to 
Richards' 911 call, and promptly determined the source of 
the smoke upon arrival. 

“We responded with everything we have, because it 
came across dispatch as a structure fire," said Zach 
England, a Didsbury firefighter. 

“After investigation, we discovered it was his furnace." 
Firefighters then proceeded to place a large fan in 
Richards’ doorway to clear the house of smoke. 

Must a furnace motor is OK by me. It was kind of lucky. 
It could have been a whole lot worse. The place could 
have burned down," he said. 

Richards noted that he has always feared having a fire 
in his home, but fortunately has never had one. 

“It’s one of those things that’s always in the back of your 
mind.”

Hazing has no place 
in modern schools

With the 2011 - 2012 school 
year about to get underway in 
West Central Alberta, students, 
educators and parents are all 
looking forward to another safe 
and secure 10 months of learn¬ 
ing and extracurricular activi¬ 
ties. 

Unfortunately, as with the community at large, 
there are areas of concern when it comes to the 
safety of students. 

One such area is the fall tradition of froshing 
and hazing, where, typically, older students make 
a game out of harassing new and younger stu¬ 
dents. 

Usually a high school event, hazing can be more 
than just harmless pranks - it can sometimes be 
dangerous, damaging or even traumatic events for 
the victims. 

In the Chinook’s Edge School Division, which 
has 40 schools in West Central Alberta, there is a 
specific anti-hazing policy in place that applies to 
all students and all activities on school property. 

The division defines hazing and froshing as any 
activities that result in bullying, humiliation or 
harassment, whether the student is in kinder¬ 
garten, Grade 12 or any other grade. 

In setting up its anti-hazing policy, the school 
division said it believes “hazing and froshing 
activities are detrimental to individual students 
and school climate and are therefore prohibited. 

“The division believes that hazing is an abusive 
and humiliating activity and expects that students 
will neither initiate, participate or encourage haz¬ 
ing or froshing.” 

Students found in violation of the anti-hazing 
policy can expect to face a variety of disciplinary 
actions, including, in some cases, suspension or 
even expulsion. 

At the same time it discourages hazing, the divi¬ 
sion also supports the “concept of schools organ¬ 
izing supervised welcoming activities that engen¬ 
der a sense of belonging for all students.” 

In the past hazing has been seen by some as a 
fun-filled right of passage. However, with schools 
placing more and more emphasis in recent years 
on the prevention of bullying, there is no place for 
froshing in schools these days. 

Under Chinook's Edge’s Harassment Policy #2- 
05, students who are victims of hazing, froshing or 
other similar harassment can make formal com¬ 
plaints to school principals. That, in turn, triggers 
an official investigation in which the principal or 
designate “shall deal with all formal student com¬ 
plaints in a timely fashion.” 

Last year there was a number of serious early 
school year hazing incidents in other divisions in 
Alberta, including some involv ing serious assaults 
on young students. 

A few Chinook’s Edge students may, unfortu¬ 
nately, choose to ignore the rules in place against 
froshing this upcoming school year. In those 
cases, parents, caregivers and the community at 
large will expect Chinook’s Edge officials to vigor¬ 
ously enforce the division’s anti-hazing policy.

Tough decisions regarding town 


-owned facilities 


Town council has recent¬ 
ly had to make some tough 
decisions regarding the 
future of our town-owned 
facilities. I can tell you that 
these decisions weren’t 
made lightly and our cur¬ 
rent budget situation didn't 
make them any easier, but 
the health and well-being 
of town staff was being 
compromised. As well, we 
have outgrown some facili¬ 
ties and no longer require 
others, so it just made 
sense to look at moving 
towards fulfilling our long¬ 
term needs. 

Earlier this year 
Occupational Health and 
Safety did an assessment 
on the existing fire hall and 
found that there was 
mould. Long-term expo¬ 
sure to the mould could 
jeopardize the health of our 
volunteers. The costs to 


remove all of the mould are 
unknown, and depending 
on the amount of mould, 
which can’t be determined 
until the remediation 
process has begun, these 
costs could be significant. 

Further, next year the 
fire department will be 
adding a new fire truck to 
its fleet that will be pur¬ 
chased by Mountain View 
County as part of the fire 
agreement with the Town 
of Didsbury, and this new 
truck will be too big to fit 
in the present fire hall. 

With these two factors in 
mind, council considered a 
number of sites for a possi¬ 
ble fire hall. One of the 
sites identified was on 19 
Street and Highway 582. 

For years, the town pub¬ 
lic works shop has had to 
keep a lot of equipment 
outside because it was 


short of inside space. By 
doing this, the lifespan of 
our equipment is being 
reduced because of expo 
sure to the elements. 

Council and administra¬ 
tion identified a property 
located at the northwest 
comer of Highway 582 and 
19 Street and with some 
renovations and additions 
to the building, it would be 
a suitable location to 
accommodate both a new 
fire hall and a new public 
works facility. 

Negotiations with the 
owner resulted in the town 
purchasing the property. 
The town takes possession 
of this property November 
1, 2011 but will slowly be 
relocating inventory and 
equipment from public 
works to the new location 
immediately. 

Once the proper renova¬ 


tions have btxMi completed 
at the new building, the fire 
department will relocate 
there and the existing fire 
hall site will he sold.

As part of the negotia¬ 
tions, the building owner 
indicated his interest in 
owning a smaller facility, 
so he bought the old public 
works shop. 


For a while now, Grasse 
Lumber has been interest¬ 
ed in expanding its opera¬ 
tions, so we worked with 
them on identifying their 
needs which resulted in 
them purchasing land from 
the town located immedi¬ 
ately south of their present 
operation. 

At the current time, this 
land is home to the town 
recycling depot. It is our 
intent to relocate the recy¬ 
cling area to the north end 
of the new public works 
building. 

Due to the reduction in 
the number of town staff 
and the desire of council 
and administration to bring 
all administrative staff 
together under one roof, 
the historic AGT building 
has been put up for sale. 
The building is currently 
listed with a realtor and we 


are hopeful for a quick sale. 

Once the building has 
been sold, administrative 
staff who currently work in 
the building will move to 
the town office and the 
peace officers, who also 
work in this building, will 
move to the new public 
works facility. 

On a side note, adminis¬ 
tration will be starting its 
2012 budget process soon 
and is scheduled to present 
a draft budget for council’s 
review on Friday, 
December 10. Members of 
the public are encouraged 
to attend this meeting.

0 Albert Elden Spicer went into 
the presence of his Saviour 
Jesus Christ August 17, 2011. 
Elden was bom September 12. 
1921 on the farm of his 
parents, Walter and Anna 
Spicer, near Richmound, SK. 
Vhen he was only five Elden’s 
mother passed away and he and his 
sister Florence were, for a time, placed in the care 
of the nuns at St. Angela's Convent in Prelate, SK. 
Elden attended school in Fox Valley, SK as well 
as the Etna School near the farm. Mis father 
abandoned their farm when Elden was thirteen, 
moving the family by Bennett buggy to Duchess.
